A $29,000,000 development program 
providing for aditional facilities, new 
construction ‘and general betterment 
of its Pacific system, is being carried 
out this year by the Southern Pacific 
Company, it was announced today by 
F. L. Burckhakter, assistant general 
manager.

Under the company’s plan for main- 
tenance of way {mprovements during 
1922, it is estimated that 290 miles of 
track will be relaid with new 90- 
pound rail; 2,518,000 new cross ties 
placed in track, and 800,000 Cubic 
yards of crushed rock and slag ballast 
will be used for re-inforcement of 
roadbed.
